In the fifth volume of Fest’s Consolation for Sufferers, | 
find some remarkable observations relative to a bind htfr, 
still living, which were communicated by another blind person,

M. Baezko, who has himself been blind for eighteen year, | 
takes this opportunity to relate of himself, that he also por 
sesses many of the faculties shove mentioned ; that he, too, hy | 
the mere touch, acquires an ides of the forms of bodies, and, 
with no less facility, can distinguish the hight, length, aud | 
breadth of a room. Moreover, he adds the interesting obser | 
vation, that, in his frequent dreams, during his cighteen yearv 
blindness, he has not six times dreamed that he was blind, rt ' 
that, in this etate, he sees and acts as if he had tho complete | 
use of his eyes.
